Drawings 



1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the conventional excavator must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



2. The specification is objected to because not all of the appropiate subheadings appear in 
the application.

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because elements 28 and 26 are not explained it is not clear 
what part of the invention these element are suppose to be. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
5. Claims 1-3 and 27-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a/The following claims lack proper antecedent basis: 

i. Claims 2-3 and 27-48 do not recite an article in the preamble such as "The" 
inorder to provide proper antecedent basis. 

b.The following phrases are vague, indefinite, and/or awkwardly and confusingly 
worded: 

i. Claim 1 does not recite an article in the preamble such as "A" which is awkardly 

written. 
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ii. "Or" in claim 1, lines 6, 9&14 and claim 33, line 2. These limitations are being 
claimed in the alternative. 

iii. "the or each" in claim 1, line 9. This limitation is awkardly written. 

iv. "characterised" in claims 2-3 and 27-48 is a term which is not common to U.S. 
practice. It is awkard. 

v. Claim 3 is awkard because what does the "the other" refer to in both cases 
please positively recite the limitation. 

vi. Regarding claim 46, the phrase "or the like 1 ' renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the 
like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-2, 28-29, 33-40, and 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yonezawa (61 13086). 
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Yonezawa discloses an actuator apparatus having piston means (9b), a valve means (3 1 
and 35), a housing (1 discloses a plurality of bolts 2 which makes the valve means removeable), 
an intermediate (16), and a clamp member (18). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3, 27, 41, and 42-44 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Guzzoni, Miller, and Derange disclose a device.
